In Trisl of District Judge Maben Say 
He In Being Made Scapegoat. 


Several Important Measure" Involved 
iii List of Bills Operative Next 
Mouth—Resume of Luns. 


Guthrie, Ok.. May 22.—Approximate­ 
ly IOO acts of the last legislature not 
(wearing the emergency clause will 
Iveoome effective June IO, completing 
the ninety-day period following ad­ 
journment of the 
legislature, an.! 
during which non-emergency laws, by 
terms of the constitution, are held on 
probation. 
The delay enables 
the 
people to invoke Che referendum if 
they desire. 
A largr* number of the 
acts carry appropriations 
for 
the 
fiscal year beginning June 30. and 
can not l*e available prior to that 
date, while among the others are 
many local measures. 
The local measures include those 
legalizing a lwond election held in 
Kingfisher Nov. IO, 1909; ratifying a 
l»ond election held in Geary, Blaine 
county; legalizing the incorporation 
of Hooker. Texas county; Arnett. El­ 
lis county; Texahoma, Texas county; 
Shattuck, Ellis county; Hollis, Greer 
county; Buffalo, Harper county; vali­ 
dating acts of the Enid City Council: 
making court town or Hooker, Texa-s 
county; Prague, Lincoln county; El 
Dorado, Jackson county; Davis. Mur­ 
ray county; Coweta. Wagner county; 
Bit lings. Noble county; Lenapah, No­ 
wata county; 
Hominy and Fairfax, 
Osage county; Lexington, Cleveland 
county; Crowder, Pittsburg county, 
and Blanchard, McClain county, and 
legalizing a lK>nd election held in 
Watonga. Blaine county, Feb. 16, 1900. 
Among the more important laws 
that will then become effective un­ 
less referendum tuitions are filed 
against them, are: Creating a min­ 
ers’ lien, prohibiting the screening 
of coal before weighing, fixing a pen­ 
alty for converting interest on public 
money to private use. authorizing re­ 
wards of $50 for arrest and convic­ 
tion of horse and mule thieves, child

The school legislation then going 
into effect June IO is the law repeal­ 
ing the county high school, appropri­ 
ating $60,000 for district agricultural 
schools in the Third, Fourth and Ffth 
Supreme Judicial Districts, authoriz­ 
ing boards of education to construct 
and maintain tw'o or more school 
houses in certain school districts, 
converting the surplus funds derived 
from territorial levies to the use and 
benefit of educational institutions for 
which the levies were made, creat­ 
ing normal school to !>e located at 
Acta, appropriating $20,000 for Pan­ 
handle District agricultural school, 
permanently locating the state sdhool 
for the deaf at Sulphur, creating a 
branch of the University Prepara­ 
tory school and locating the same at 
Claremore and creating a short state 
normal school for Durant.

amending the law regulating wills; 
requiring the taking of a state cen­ 
sus and agricultural statistics; au­ 
thorizing the state lalior commis­ 
sioner to establish a branch free em­ 
ployment agency in the eastern por­ 
tion of the state; making an appro­ 
priation for expenses of the state 
election board; authorizing a bond 
issue for building a bridge across 
the South Canadian river, between 
Lexington and Purcell.. 


Shawnee, Okla.. May 23.—Hie trial 
of W. X. Maben, district judge of 
Pottawatomie county, nuder an in­ 
dictment charging the acceptance of 
$800 from B. O. Johnson and L. B.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION. 


Thought that Oklahoma Can Furnish 
Be"! Example of What Conser­ 
vation Means. 


Washington. May 23—The Nation­ 
al Conservation commission has sent 
out a general outline of a plan un­ 
der which it is proposed to group 
the conservation work in the differ­ 
ent states. This was issued more 
as a guide for state commissions 
than anything else, as many of these 
commissions do not understand just 
how' to get hold of the work so that 
their propaganda will corresj»ond to 
that of the national commission. 
Oklahoma’s conservation commis­ 
sion is one of more recent origin 
than in most states, and yet it is 
stated at national headquarters that 
it is one of the most active of all 
state commissions.. This commission 
is headed by Prof. C. X. Gould, state 
geologist, who is very familiar with 
the natural resources of che state. 
The other members of Che commission 
are Win. Noble of McAlester. C. B. 
Douglas of Muskogee, John Palmer 
of Pawhuska and Col. Sidney Suggs 
of Ardmore. 
Particular interest attaches to con­ 
servation work in Oklahoma and Che 
national organization is watching it 
closely, for the reason that this is 
one state, and about the only one. 
in which chere has not yet been 
any despoliation of the natural re­ 
sources. 
It is l»elieved that with a 
state commission as active as that in 
Oklahoma, backed up by a national 
[>oliey, the natural resources of that 
state can 
be made to furnish a 
better example of what conservation 
really means than is afforded in any 
other state. 
The conservation 
idea 
embraces 
these general Subjects, vie: Water re­ 
sources, timber resources, mineral re­ 
sources. land resources. And in ev­ 
ery one of these Oklahoma has a 
vital interest. 
Not only that, but 
Oklahoma by the activity of Prof. 
Gould, acting as state geologist and 
president of the conservation com­ 
mission. is rapidl yfinding out just 
what these resources ar#1, their ex­ 
tent and their value.

Near Terminus of Railroads and 
Their Output ('an Easily Be Mar- 
keted—Vast Wealth. 


Lawson. Okla., May 19.—The in­ 
vestigation of the m ineral resources 
',of Oklahoma is not yet beyond the 
'prelim inary stage. Enough has been 
done,however, to prove that there, 
are 
inexhaustible 
amounts 
of 
the 
baser materials which go to make up 
the every day necessities of civilized 
life. Much of the state's wealth is 
in her building stone, for she has 
an unlimited amount of granite, sand­ 
stone, limestone and marble of good 
quality. 
Granite 
occurs 
in 
three 
widely 
separate regions, 
nam lev, 
in 
the 
W ichita mountains, Arbuckle moun­ 
tains, and along -Spavinaw creek in 
the northeast part of the state. The 
latter locality is very small and un­ 
im portant at present. 
In l>oth the 
W ichita 
and 
Arbuckle 
mountains 
ranges there are a number of other 
igneous rocks associated with gran­ 
ite, the most abundant of which are 
gabbro, porphyry, diabase and prob­ 
ably diorite. 
The greater part of the rocks in 
the Wichita m ountains are granite in 
character. These mountains are six­ 
ty miles long, extending from near 
Lawton, 
the county 
seat of Com­ 
anche county, to Granite, in Greer 
county. 
Their 
average 
width 
is 
twenty miles. A number of peaks, 
such as Teepe, Headquarters, Long­ 
horn and Devil's Canyon mountains, 
stands SOO to 1,000 feet high. All of 
these peaks besides a great many 
^scattering groups and ranges, con­ 
sist of massive granite, usually red 
or pink in color. 
In other places the true granite 
gives way to the black granite, or 
gabbro, which belongs to the basalt 
family. When dressed, it is one of 
the most beautiful stones the w riter 
bias ever seen. Monument makers de­ 
clare it i superior in many ways to 
the famous Quincy granite of Mas- 
sach use tis. 
Near the surface it often has a 
greenish tint, which is probably due 
to incipient disintegration. Such rock 
should, cf course, lie rejected, unless 
careful test proves its color inherent 
and not due to weathering. In some 
localities the black granite is replac­ 
ed by gray, the change of color being 
due to the excess of quartz over bil- 
tite and hornblende. This is a very 
desirable stone when it can be had 
in quantity. 
Near the eastern part of the main 
range the peaks are composed of por­ 
phyry'. which is a hard, massive rock, 
much like granite, but differing from 
it In texture. The porphyry of the 
Wichita® is composed of hue gray 
or brown ground mass, in which are 
im bebed reddish, or pink crystals, 
thus giving a beautiful red color, 
toned with gray, or a dee]) brown, 
with red, depending on the color of 
the predominating minerals. 
The principal quarries operating at 
present in the Wichita region are at 
G ranite and Cold Springs. There are 
several quarries at the town of Gran­ 
ite, from which very high-grade red 
and pink stone is obtained. The out­ 
put from Granite is used chiefly for 
building p u r e e s . 
The black granite 
is being quarried at Cold Springs, in 
Kiowa county. On fresh fracture it is 
grayish black, but shows much darker 
after lieing polished. 
So tar as known, the porphyry in 
the W ichita mountains has never been 
quarried. There are a number of very 
desirable quarry sites, but they are 
some miles from the railroads, so 
that transportation is lacking. 
Two lines of the Frisco railroad 
and one line each of the Rock Is­ 
land and Orient pass through the 
mountains. 
Good quarries could lye 
opened 
near 
Lugart, 
Roosevelt. 
Mountain Park. Snyder, Cache and 
ifort Sill, on existing lines. No fin­ 
e r building or ornamental stone ex­ 
ists anywhere in America and it is 
only a question of taking advantage 
of opportunity in order to get choice 
quarry locations.

Thought that Oklahoma Can Furnish 


Best Example of What Conser- 


vation Means. 


Washington, May 23.—The Notion- 


al Conservation commission lias sent 
out a general outline of a plan un- 
der which R is iproposed to group 
•the conservation work in the differ- 
ent states, Th is :was i ssu ed more 
as a guide for state comjmiissions 
than ainytJhing else, as many of these 
commission's do not understand just 
how to 'get hold of the work so that 
their propaganda will correspond to 
that of the national commission. 


Oklahoma's conservation 
commis- 


sion is one of more recent origin 
than in most states, and yet It is 
stated at national 'headquarters that 
it is one of the most active of all 
state commissions.. This commission 
is headed by Prof. C. N. Gould, state 
geologist, who is very ifcumHiar 'with 
the natural resources of iftie state. 
The other members of the commission 
ai'-e Win.. Noble of McAIester, C. B. 
Douglas of rM'iiskogee, John Palmer 
of -Pawhiuska and Col. Sidney Suggs 
of Ardmore. 


Particular interest attaches 'to con- 


servation work in Oklahoma and Che 
n-ational organization is 'watching It 
closely, ^or the reason that this Is 
one state, and about the only one, 
iu which 'there 'has not yet 
T>een 


any despoliation of the natural re- 
sources. 
It is 'believed that with a 


state commission as active as that in 
Oklahoma, backed 'U'p 'by a national 
policy, t/he 'natural resources of that 
state can 
«be made to furnish a 


better example of what conservation 
really means than is afforded in. any 
other state. 


The conservation 
Idea embraces 


these .general ^u'bjects, vie: Water re- 
sources, timber resources, imdneral re- 
sources, 'land resources. And in ev- 
ery one of these Oklahoma !has a 
vital interest.

Oklahoma <by the activity .of Prof. 
Gould, acting as state geologist and
